THE IRISH LEADER’S FRANK ADMISSION IN 
HIS CROSS- EXAMINATION, 


The Unionists Jubilant and Parnell’s 
Friends Uneasy—Private View of the 
Academy Exhibition—The Vandeleur 
Estate Arbitration—Editor O’Brien to Be 
Released—A Samoan White Book— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 4.—The talk of to-day is Par- 
nell’s frank admission yesterday that in tell- 
ing the House of Commons in January, 1881, 
that no secret societies then existed in Ireland 
he was deliberately misleading the House. 
The point that is vital for Parnell's case is that 
the outrages at that period were not due to 
the Land League, but to secret societies. 
Webster, by examining this extract, thus 
got Parnell into a dilemma. Either he 
spoke truly then, in which case his present 
contention falls through, or if the latter holds, 
he spoke falsely then. Mr. Parnell might 
have parried the difficulty by explaining away 
his statement of 1881 as a mere rhetorical ex- 
aggeration, but he fully accepted Webster's 
second alternative. The Ugionists are very 
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Charies Stewart Parneil. 
jubilant thereat, saying that Parnell bas de- 
stroyed all claim to be believed and 
greatly damaged his character with 
the English people. You can judge 
of the impression made by the fact 
that the Times side now say that Parnell will 
never dare pursue his libel action.

A $60,000 MORNING BLAZE. 


The Candle Works of Schaeffer Bros. & 
Powell Destroyed. 


Schaeffer Bros. & Powell’s Candle Works, on 
the southeast corner of Barton and Kosciusko 
streets, caught fire at2o’clock this morning 
and was almost totally destroyed in one hour. 
The loss will reach $70,000. The candle factory 
was a set of buildings occupying half a biock, 
and built in the shape of the letter H. On 
the corner was a three-story building with a 
one-story shed east inthe rear and a one- 


story engine and boiler house still further 
east an adjoining. From the middle 
of this row running south was 
another three-story building which almost 
connected with a two-story warehouse on the 
south line ot the lot. All were substantial 
brick buildings erected about sixteen years 
ago, Dut stillstrong and intact. At2o’clock 
this morning the private watchman sawa 
blaze inthe three-story building» facing the 
court yard. He ran into the building and saw 
the fire making great beadway inthe fat- 
rendering department, which was on the first 
floor, and he then ranto Barton and DeKalb 
streets and turned in an alarm. Before the 
department arrived the fire, fed by barrels of 
fat and grease and qreesed-acaked floors, 
rapidl climbed the roof. On the 
arrival of the department a second alarm was 
turned in, and when it was seen water had so 
little effect on boiling grease a third and gen- 
eral alarm was given. The flames could not 
be held in the building where they started but 
ate their way into the building onthe corner, 
the engine - room andthe glycerine and vac- 
uum-pan room adjoining. For over an hour 
the battle of fire against water was. waged 
without a perceptible gain on either side, 
when, as it all the grease had burned out, the 
fire subsided, the walls fell and afew minutes 
later the fames were under control. Hadthe 
fire driven the men from their positions 
in the street and onthe warehouse, the soap 
factory belonging to the same firm, which is 
just across the narrow street, would have 
caught fire and gone upin flames. The wind 
was blowing from the east and could have 
carried sparks and flames to the flour mill 
across the street. The firemen realized the 
result of losing concrol ot the fire and fought 
hard. At4o’clock the fire was out and at 6 
o’clock this morning only two plug streams 
were needed. 

The first floor of the building whicb caught 
fire was used for rendering of fat, the second 
for butter fat rendering, and the third for 
bleaching. The one-story building on 
the north, next to catch fire, was used asa 
vacuum pan and glycerine room. From this 
the flames spread tothe corner building, the 
cellur of which was used to crystallize candle 
grease, the first floor for presses and machin- 
ery in molding the candles, the secand floor 
for the engineers and mechanics and the 
third for the candle- room and roof for bleach- 
ing. All these buildings were filled with ma- 
chinel1y and required sixty-fiveto seventy- 
five men to handle it. These men will be 
thrown out of employment for the present. 

WHAT THE FIRM SAYS. 

Mr. Powell, the senior member of the firm, 
was seen at his store, Second and Locust 
streets, this morning. This is the 
first fire we have had in twenty- 
five years, he said, and there is not anoth- 
er candle factory in the United States which 
has not burned out from one to three times in 
that period. We will be slightly crippled, but 
will build immediately. In the meantime we 
will fill ali orders from this store andthe ware- 
house which was saved. 

‘‘I think we are fully covered dy insurance, 
and do not think the loss will exceed $60,000, 
whieh is the amount of insurance. Mr. 
Powell was not in the least depressed and feels 
he has enjoyed unusual good fortune during 
the past twenty-five years in not having a fire.

THE JUSTICE OF THE PEACE BILL AMEN™™ 
IN THE SENATE. | | 


Several *¥mportant Clauses Stricken 
Tue, salaries ‘of Justices to Be 
Pet Annum and Constables to Re 
Fees—The Attorney Qualification On 
ted—Important Bills Passed— House Pr

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 4.—The Senate 
took up the consideration: of the substitute 
for House bill No. 807, an act to provide for 
the appointment of justices of the peace, 
clerks thereof and constables, in cities having 
200,000 inhabitants, and the practice in the 
courts thereof, and the duties of said justices, 
clerks and constabies, and to fix their salaries 
and terms of office,’’.known asthe Devoy 
bill, which, of course, refers only to » &t. 
Louis City. The bill was amended in several 
particulars, which were suggested by Sena- 
tors McGinnis, McGrath,. Ketchum: and 
Miller. The * salary ‘of the “constables 


was eliminated by allowing them fees. The 
2 — ot clerks requires the approval 
of the Mayor. The city is districted into 
seven Justices of the Peace Districts, as fol- 
lows: ; 

First District—Ninth, Eleventh, Thirteenth: 
and Twenty-seventh Wards. 

Second District—Fifth, Seventh, Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fifth Wards. 

Third District—First, Third, Nineteenth and 
Twenty-first Wards. 

Fourth District—Second, Fifteenth and Sev-. 
enteenth Wards. 

Fifth District—Fourth, Eighth, Tenth and 
Fourteenth Wards. 

Sixth District—Sixth, Twelfth, Sixteenth, 
Eighteenth and Twenty-sixth Wards. 

Seventh District—Twentieth, Twenty-seo- 
ond, Twenty-fourth and Twenty-eighth 
wards, 

Senators Miller and Ketchum fought hard, 
and succeeded in striking out that feature of 
the bill requiring the Justice to be a licensed 
attorney. The jurisdiction of the Justice was 
reduced to cases from $500 to $300, and his 
salary from $2,500 to $1,500 per an- 
num. The other amendments were to 
conform the bill to these changes. 
Mr. Devoy is in ill humor over the mutilations 
of the bill made by the Senate amendments, 
but declines to express an opinion. Senator 
Miller made one of his most animated speeches 
on his amendment to strike out the clause re- 
quiring the Justice to be an attorney, Senator 
Major came to bis relief and saved the amend- 
ment from defeat. | 

The House bill reported by the Committee 
on CriminalJurisprudence for the punishment 
of pools, trusts and conspiracies, was 
taken up and passed. This is 2 
compromise bill to the one which passed last 
week to prohibit option dealing, and is very 
similar in its provisions. It makes the offense 
a misdemeamor, punishable by fine and im- 
prisoment, and provides for dissolving the 
charter of any corporation found guliity of 
violating the provisions of the act. It also pro- 
vides that a purchaser of un) article or com- 
modity from any individual, corporation or 
company transacting business contrary to the 
provision of the act shall not be liable for the 
purchase price of said article or commodity, 
and he may plead the actin defense toa suit 
for the recovery of sucht payment. The bill is 
a substitute for a number of bills on that sub- 
‘ject, but itis chiefly copied from tha one in- 
troduced by the Hon. James T. Moore of

WILL MANUFACTURE TIN PLATE. 


Some of the Benefits Due to the Big Steel 
Consolidation. 


CuicaGco, III., May 4.—The consolidation of 
the North Chicago Rolling Mills, the Union 
Steel Co. and the Joliet Steel Co., it turns out, 
is intended not only to facilitate the produc- 
tion of all sorts of iron and steel forms, but 
to develop a new industry in this country, the 


manufacture of tin plate. 

„We are much nearer the manufacture of 
tin plate than people suppose, said Mr. Orrin 
W. Potter, President of the North Chicago 
Rolling Mill Co., in the course of a conversa- 
tion on the subject. ‘‘The first steel rail made 
in America was made in Chleago, sald Mr. 
Potter. I was present at the ceremony. 1 ex- 

ect the first tin plate turned out in Amer- 
ca to be turned out in Chicago, and I 
expect to be present at the ceremony. The 
North Chicago Rolling Mill Co., or rather its 
legal predecessor, made the one, and it, or 
rather its legal successor, will turn out the 
other. The difficulties which confronted it at 
the first epoch were incomparably greater 
than those which confront it now. It sue- 
ceeded then, and it will all the more easily 
succeed now.

Impairment of the River Front. 


A communication reached the city a day or 
two since from a raft pilot whose duties take 
him daily from the Wster- works to the Chain 
of Rocks and to the mouth of the Missouri. It 


stated in effect that the channel of the river 
was cutting in bebind the works at Bissell’s 
Point and unless checked would soon cause 
considerable damage. The matter was 
referred to the Harbor Commis- 
sioner, and upon being brought before the 
Board of Public Improvements was referred 
to the Committee on Harbor, composed of 
the Harbor and Street Commissioners. The 
committee determined to visit the locality 
and make a careful examination of the con- 
ditions as they exist at — before pre- 
paring a report to the board. There can be 
be no doubt of the factthat either the Gov- 
ernmentor the city must take steps soon to 
protect the water-works reservation in the 
locality referred to. Two years ago Harbor 
Commissioner Murphy called the attention of 
the Mayor to the rapid erosion of the bank 
above the point, and one of the plans —1 
sented by the Commissioner to the ec- 
retary of War contained the fol- 
lowing suggestions: This brings us 
to a eongideration of the improvements 
Ildeem essentially necessary for the present 
relief of the barbor and its future stability. 
The work commenced in 1872 at the foot of 
Kast Grand avenue should be continued at 
least 10,000 feet in Sawyer’s Bend. I think this 
work can be done at the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of War under authority of an act of 
Congress passed several years ago. An ex- 
ation of the localhty and a survey 
if. ordered will, 1 think show 
thak a rapid and continued erosion 
ot the bank has placed in imminent danger 
the work already done. My opinion is, and I 
am sustained in it by experienced river men 
and by N engineers who have studied 
the action ofthe river for years, that if the 
erosion in Sawver’s Bend is allowed to con- 
tinue unchecked until a point not very re- 
mote is reached it will result in a deflection of 
the channel just above Bisseli’s Point that 
will seriously endanger the depth of water in 
the harbor from Ferry street to the bridge. 
All the members of the board went on the 
harbor boat to-day to examine the river front 
at the point named. The committee will re- 
port on Tuesday.

NOT EXCESSIVE. 


Judge Klein Justifies. a Heavy Judgment 
Against the Bobtatis. 


The bobtail nuisance Zot another black eve 
this morning in Judge Kiein’s court when he 
delivered a decision in the damage suit of 
Hannah Kelly against the Lindell Railway Co. 

In April, 1888, Mrs. Kelly got on 
a Washington avenue bobtail car at Grand av- 
enue, intending ‘to go to Sixth street and 
Washington avenue, The journey was made 
without accident until the car reached Sixth 


street. There Mrs. Kelly rose from ber seat 
and rung the bell. The car stopped and she 
walked to the door, but just as she was step- 
ping out t car. started again, and 
she wasthrown to the street on her head 
— 4 — bands and yf This ocourre 
just in nt of the Lindell Hotel entrance. In 
August she filed a suit for $15,000 damages. 
January 26 last a trial was had and the jury 
returned a verdict allowing $10,000 damages. 
A motion for a new trial was 
fled on several grounds, but prin- 
cipally that the judgment was ex- 
cessive and that the jury were prejudiced 
against the railroad. Judge Klein, in passing 
on the motion, said the testimony of Dr. 
Atkinson, who examined the plaintiff, was 
that the knee was enlarged, a chronie condi- 
tion of inflammation existed, and the plaintiff 
would never have a good log. Under the cir- 
cumstances the Court feels that the jury was 
finding the amages 
awarded. The Court is not able 
to say that the jury was prejfudiced 
considering all the circumstances fn the case. 
The plaintiff is 47 years old, and will de de- 

rived of earning her livelihood, as she has 

en doing forsome time. It appears to the 
court that the jury was well warranted in giv- 
ing her the damages which they found, and 
the motion for a new trial is overruled.

HE USED LAUDANUM. 


William W. James Takes His Life While 


Crazed by Drink. 


William W. James, 51 years of age, and a 
clerk by occupation, committed suicide with 
laudanum last night, and was found dead in 
bed atthe residence of his brother-in-law, 
John A. G. Arnold, 2847 South Broadway, at 
an early hour this morning. At 
the inquest held this morning it 
was developed that the dead man, 


who. was married, bad been out of employ- 
ment for some time and had taken to drink to 
drown his troubles. Mr. Arnold testified that 
the deceased came to his house last evening 
and appeared to be crazed with drink. He 
was put to bed and appeared to de 
asleep at 11 p. m., but when called at 
6 a. m. to-day he was found to be dead. An 
ounce vial containing a small quantity of 
laudanum was found on his person, and it 
was evident that by this means, while tempo- 
rarily insane from the effects of drink, be bad 
taken bis own life some time inthe night. A 
verdict of suicide was accordingly rendered.

RED BKBAIDERS, 


Strange Indians Run Off Stock Belonging 
to the Crows. * 


FORT CUSTER, Mont., May 4.—A Crow cour- 
ier rode into this post yesterday and reported 
a party of strange Indians as crossing the 
Leghorn Valley during the night, raiding the 
Crow reservation at a point about eighteen 
miles south of Custer.

THE CASE} OF CATALEPSY. 


The Story Excites Much Attention—Mystery 
Still Shrouds the Details. 


The remarkable case of catalepsy reported 
yesterday on information given by a sister of 
the young married woman who was placed in 
a coffin on the supposition that she was dead, 
but who gave signs of life just before the lid 
was about to be screwed on, is still clouded in 
mystery as far as the identity of the woman 
who wasin the trance is concerned. The 
young woman who related the story, and 


who lives at the furnished-room house 
No. 721 South Fourth, reiterated what she told 
a POST-DISPATCH reporter to a reporter of a 
morning paper last night, but absolutely re- 
fused to give her own or her sister’s name on 
the grounds that her sister was still weak, and 
the excitement and annoyance which a publi- 
cation of her name would cause her would be 
detrimental to her speedy recovery. No one 
in the neighborhood of 721 South Fourth 
street knows the name of the young woman, 
except those who live in the house 
and their mouths are closed. The name of

The tact that the name of the woman who 
was in the cataleptic state has not been 
learned, has caused many todoubtthe truth 
of the story, but the young woman who re- 
lated it did so in a straight-forward 
way and showed evidences of grief when 
recounting her sister’s experience, and anger 
against the physician who had pronounced 
her sister dead. She was corroborated as 
stated lastevening by another woman who 
was present at the interview and who claimed 
that she was Sen gay acquainted with the 
cataleptic sufferer and knew of her own 
knowledge the facta in regard to the sufferer’s 
narrow escape from beiaog interred alive. In 
further corroboration of the strange 
story the testimony of A. Hartwig 
and his wife is adduced. Hart- 
wig is a grocery keeper a few 
doors south of 721 South Fourth street, and 
his wife saw the young woman who boards at 
Zehrer’s pass by the store on Tuesday crying 
and asked her what was the matter. The 
young woman told her that her sister was 
dead and that she was going to the funeral. 
Afterwards she related in the store the strange 
story of her sister’s resuscitation, mention- 
ing ber name and where she lived. Mrs. 
Hartwig paid little attention to the name or 
place of residence, however, and cannot now 
recall them. 

This morning nearly all the undertakers in 
South St. Louis were communicated with and 
asked whether they knew of any such case, 
but all denied that they had been the under- 
taker in the case, or knew anything about it. 
They did not as a rule credit the story, but 
these who did believe it likely to be true when 
informed of the way it was reported, said they 
did not believe that the undertaker who did 
figure in the case would want to be mentioned 
in connection with it and for that reason would 
deny any knowledge of it. On reportthat Louis 
Landvogt, an undertaker at 3710 North Ninth 
street, had been employed in sucha case, a 
PO8T-DISPATCH reporter went out to see him. 
The casein connection with which Mr. Land- 
vogt’s name was mentioned occurred nearly a 
year ago, however, and the person was really 
dead. A rumor was started that the per- 
son had been buried alive, but the family 
never for a moment believed it. On 
request of Mr. Landvogt, however, to re- 
fute the report that the body was turned over 
in the coffin, the grave was dug up and the 
coffin reopened. The body was found in the 
exact same position that it had been buried, 
and badly decomposed.

The Weather To-Day. 


The following weather synopsis is prepared 
for the POST-DISPATCH at the local Signal 
office from telegraphic advices received this 
morning: 


The area of high pressure has moved south- 
easterly, and this morning the barometer at 
Vicksburg reads 30.30, with a temperature of 
54. This area has cansed the cool weather of 
the last few days, with the damaging frosts 
reported from IIImois, Missouri, Indiana and 
Ohio.

Interesting to Dairymén.

1. A low percentage of volatile acids. 

2. A pnenominally high melting point. 

3. A strong persistence of the reducing 
agent, 

The first point is of importance, as showing 
that mixing cotton-seed with the feed of cows 
in the South will tend to raise the melting 
pains of butter, thus rendering it more suita- 

le for consumption in hot climates. Prof. 
Wiley says: From an analytical point of 
view the results are of great importance,since 
they show that a butter deriv from a cow 
fed on cotton-seed meal might be condemned 
as adulterated when judged by the amount of 
volatile acid present. Since cotton-seed meal 
is destined to be a cattle food of great Impor-

ot other countries, that golden shackles,

bonds of despotism.’’ The truth of this 
was illustrated by the honeyed phrases 
with which the New York Tribune has 
praised President BENJAMIN HARRISON 
and all his acts ever since its editor was 
appointed Minister to France. It even 
spoke of the President’s poor little speech 
at the Centennial banquet as a model of 
terse and pithy expression,” and as ‘‘cap- 
tivating every hearer.’’ 
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Tue Republican organs insisted on hav- 
ing Bishop POTTER explain why he had 
taken occasion to refer to the honesty and 
dignity of WaASHINGTON’s political 
opinions and methods as compared with 
the corruption and dangerous tendencies 
of the present time. The Bishop has ex- 
plained his address.

Nearly a full court-room heard an extended 
opinion from Judge Normile in the Criminal 
Court this morning denying the petition of 
Edward Olden, Robert Kramer and Louis 
Baker for awrit of habeas corpus and re- 
manding the prisoners to the custody ot the 
Sheriff. The case was decided on points of 
law, but Judge Normile has decided 
the question directly against an 
opinion from the Missouri Supreme Court. 
On April 16 Edward Olden, Robert Kramer and 
Louis Baker were convicted of petit larceny in 
the Court of Criminal Correction and sen- 
tenced by the court to serve six months each 
in the Work-house. The information or com- 
plaint upon which the men were arrested, 
tried and convicted was signed by A. D. Bar- 
ber and the verification was, according to the 
form prescribed by the State for use in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, as follows: ‘‘A. 
D. Barber, being duly sworn upon his oath, 
says that the facts stated in the above 
information are, true accordiug to his 
best knowledge and belief. Within the past 
month the Missouri Supreme Court handed 
down an opinion which held that all informa- 
tion fled, must be according to the absolute 
knowledge of the witness. On these grounds 
Attorney Thomas B. Harvey, on April 24, 
made application in the Circuit Court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, but Judge Withrow re- 
fused to decide the case on its merits until it 
had been passed on by the Criminal Court. 
Accordingly, on April 25, habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were commenced before Judge Nor- 
mile and that official this morning denied the 


petition. 
THE DECISION. 

In passing upon this case Judge Normile 
this morning said from the bench: 

Application is made to this court by habeas 
corpus for the —— of discharging Olden 
and otherson the ground that they are ille- 
gally restrained of their liberty. Ifthey are 
so restrained, they are entitled to the benefit 
ofthis writ and consequently to their dis- 
charge. The particular form of restraint of 
which they complain appears to be the con- 
sequence ofa trial and conviction of larceny 
in the Court of Criminal Correction and a 
commitment tothe Work-house resulting from 
such conviction. It is alleged by the petition- 
ers that their conviction and detention is 
illegal, because the complaint or information 
on which they were tried is not properly 
sworn to. The information now objected to 18 
verified as follows: ‘‘A. D. Barber, being duly 
sworn, upon his oath says, that the facts 
stated in the above information are true ac- 
cording to his best knowledge and belief. If 
this form of verification be legal, the petition- 

of course, have no ground what- 

for claiming their discharge 

this time. Section 1,762 of the 
Revised statutes, 1879, specifies how such in- 
formations must be made, and our inquiry is 
whether the information complained of isin 
conformity with the requirements of this sec- 
tion. It provides, All informations shall be 
signed a the Prosecuting Attorney and be 
verified by his oath or by the oath of some 
person campetent to testify as a witness in the 
case, or bé supported by the affidavit of such 
person, which shall be filed with the informa- 
tion. Verification by the Prosecuting Attorney 
may be upon information and belief. 
It appears, then, from the provisions of 
this statute, that the Prosecuting Attorney 
only is authorized to verify an affidavit ‘‘up- 
on information and belief.’’ Indeed, were he 
required to possess actual knowledge of the 
crimes he is called upon to prosecute before 
he could commence such prosecutions, it 
would be equivalent to saying that he couid 
make no affidavit at all. rom the very nat- 
ure of his office, if he is permitted to verify an 
affidavit at all, it must be on information 
and belief.’’ Informations may, however, be 
verified ‘‘ by the oath of some person competent 
to testify as a witness in the case,’’ as well as 
by the osecuting Attorney. When thein- 
formation is made by the ordinary witness it 
is very plain, by the language of the statute, 
that he must possess more than ‘‘information 
and belief;’’ be is required to possess actual 
knowledge of the offense, or some part of it, 
set forth in the information he appears to 
verify. Now, a simple examination of the 
form of the verification in this case 
discloses the face that the witness 
verifies the affidavit from his own 
„knowledge, and not from ‘‘informa- 
tion,’’ which term ordinarily conveys an idea 
of hearsay testimony. The caseof the State 
vs. Hayward, 83d Mo., 307, is quoted by the 
etitioners asa controlling authority in their 
avor. It has nosuch meaning. It merely 
decides whatI have just indicated, that an 
affidavit when made by a witness must be on 
„knowledge“ and not on information and 
belief. Ide form of the verification in the 
affidavit before me is the form universally 
used throughout the country. No court to 
which my attention has been called has ever 
declared such form of verification insufficient. 
It is true that the Supreme Court of 
this State appears lately to have done so, and, 
should it not modify or reconsider its decision 
on the motion for a re-hearing now pending, 
that decision, though standing alone in the 
United States, will be respected by this court. 
I have carefully examined the rulings of other 
States on this question without finding a singie 
instance in which itis heid that this form of 
verification is Imsufiicient. In a case 
reported in the 10th Michigan, 
884. the court holds a verification 
made ‘‘that he knows the contents of the fore- 
going information, and that he has good rea- 
son to believe, does not believe, the same 
to pe true as therein set forth’’ not to be in 
porper form because made merely on informa- 
tion. The 8th Kansas, page 351, adopts 
this view. In Indiana the statute says: ‘‘The 
indictment and information must be direct 
andicertain as regards the party and the of- 
fence charged;’’ consequently the Supreme 
Court of that State have disapproved of an in- 
formation in which the witness merely swears 
he ‘*verily believes“ the factstobetrue. In 
the 16th Pickering, 212, the verification 
was, that amant had probable cause to sus- 
ect’’ the commission of the crime, which 
orm was declared an insufficient verification 
by the court. The cases are numerous that a 
verification on information or hearsay is not 
sufficient, but, as I have heretofore stated, 
there is not a single decision throughout this 
Union, that I have been able to find, after a 
personal examination, that holds that the 
form of verification in this case is not legal 
and sufficient. It is difficult to see how a veri- 
fication on ‘‘knowledge’’ like the one before 
me can be inconsistent with the provisions of 
section 1,762 of the Revised Statutes, if we 
apply to this section those rules of interpre- 
tation hitherto followedin this and every 
other State.

NEW YORK, May 4.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s indicate that the volume of gen- 
eral trade has been checked at nearly every 
city of special commercial importance during 
the week. Atthe larger Eastern centers the 
New York centennial celebration was largely 
responsible, but St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and New Orleans report less activity in 


demand and distribution for both seasonable 

oodsand staples. Savannah, St. Paul and 
Chicago have enjoyed amoderate demand in 
regions tributary to Cleveland, Louisyille and 
St. Louis. Another vessel has been chartered 
to load wheat for Australiaat San Francisco. 
Cattle at Western markets are 20 300 lower, 
with free offerings. 

The breadstuffs markets all tend downward 
again. Flour prices are off 5@10c with wheat. 
After Friday’s rally wheat is Me lower on the 
week, with a bearish West, in spite of stronger 
cables and renewed e rts. [Freer ship- 
ments and offerings of corn depressed prices 
eo, and similar influences put oats down kc 
net on the week. Reports of stocks of wheat 
at nearly one thousand points of; accumula- 
tion east of the Rocky Mountains show 
84,863,000 bu so held last Saturday, a de- 
crease of 5,273,000 bu during April and of 
14,000,000 bushels less than were beid a year 
ago. Indian corn etocks are 15,665,112 bushels 
or 25 per cent less than on April 1. Stocks of 
wheat flour are 90,000 barrels larger than one 
month ago, and 773,000 barrels in excess of 
stocks held on May 1, 1888. 

Hog products, excepting lard, which is 
heavy, are generally active and firmer. 

Exports ot flour and wheat this week are 
equal only to 892,000 bushels of wheat against 
1,154,000 bushels last week and 1,583,000 bush- 
els in the like week last year. 

New York’s trade has been greatly curtailed. 
Exceptions are shown 8 the stronger iocal 
demand for cpuatry prod ce and fruits. Gro- 
ceries, naval stores, building materials, dry 
goods, furniture, boats and shoes and rubber 
goods are quiet. Wood, paper, glassware 
and china, machinery and leather are dull. 
Paints and oils continue in good demand. 
Crude rubber and buiiding materials’ are 
strong and tend upward. 

A bullish temper animates tne New York 
stock market, based on good crop prospects 
and favorabie net earnings reports for March 
by Western railroads. Bonds are strong on 
active investment demand. Money at 
New York is easy. Call loans, 2½ per cent. 
Foreign exchange is dull and strong. Friday 
$2, 750,000 ane was engaged for export. De- 
mand sterling, $4.89@4.89\%. 

There were 61 strikes, involving 12,193 strik- 
ers, reported to Bradstreet’s during April, 
against 123 strikes, with 26,007 strikers, in 
April, 1888. Since January 1, 1889, there have 
been reported 221 strikes and 48,924 strikers, 
against 313 strikes and 97,960 strikers durin 
four months of 1888 and 393 strikes and 183, 0 
strikers in 1887. ; 

Several orders for steel rails bave been 
placed for $26 atthe mill, a cut of $1 in prices, 
causing surprise in the trade. There is no im- 
provement in pig iron. 

Unfavorable weather and holidays have cur- 
tailed dry goods sales at New York and 
Boston, but the latter part of the week has 
witnessed a good trade in job offerings at New 
York. Commission men report no change, 
April trade at Boston was of satisfactory 
volume. Prices are unchanged, excepting for 
print cloths, which are 1-16 cent higher on 
a steady demand and increasing cost of cotton, 
which in turn is u cent higher on light crop 
movement, good deman and increasin 
speculative interest. Raw wool is quiet an 
unchanged. The new clip is reported to be 
of good quality.

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HE Senate and House of 
Representatives of the 
State Legislature have 
both passed the Sparks 
election bill and it now 
rests with the Governor 
whether the method o 
electing public officers 
in this State shall be 
changed or remain as it 
is. The Sparks bill is 
founded on the Saxton 
bill, which passed the 
New York Assembly and 
was vetoed by Gov. 
Hill. That and all sim- 
ilar laws are based upon 
the Australian system 
and have, therefore, 

: taken its name, but 
changes have been made wherever it has been 
adopted to suit it to the locality. The 
law places many restrictions around voters 
and its aim is to prevent the use of money at 
elections and alsoto put an end to voting 
squads of men under the direction of a boss. 
The ballots are to be prepared by the Re- 
corder of Voters in St. Louis and Kansas City 
and by the Circuit Clerk in other places, but 
the law only applies to cities of more than 
5,000. On the ballot the names 
of the candidates for each office 
are grouped together, arranged in alpha- 
betical order,and enough blank spaces are left 


for as many written names as there are offices 
to be filled, so that ifone does not wish to 
vote for the nominees he may write on the 
ballot the names of those for whom he does 
wish to vote. Every ballot will be stamped 
with a facsimile of the sigature of the Secre- 
tary of State. The election booths are 
arranged with compartments to which the 
voters retire to prepare their ballots. No one 
can see what they write or what names are 
scratched, for two persons are not allowed in 
the same booth. 

THE OFFICERS OF ELECTION 
willbeina separate division of the booth, 
railed off and not more than one voter will be 
permitted to approach within five feet of the 
ballot box atatime. When a voter enters the 
booth a ballot will be handed him by one of 
the clerks of election. He will then retire to 
a compartment where he will prepare his 
ballot, unobserved by either ward bosses or 
Central Committeemen. He then passes 
into another section of the booth and gives 
his ballot to a Judge who writes upon it 
his initials, so that the Recorder or County 
Clerk may know what Judge received it, and 
it is then deposited in the box. Four ballots 
to every voter will be printed. Half of them 
will be sent to the polis and the other half will 
be given tothe Constables of election to be 
held in reserve. must be 
accounted for. Ifa voter tears or mutilates 
one he must return it to the clerk, who will 
preserve it, and return itto the Recorder or 
County Clerk. 

An ——— change is made in the manner 
of nominating the candidates. The present 
convention method will be preserved and the 
candidates of each eo so nominated will be 
recognized, but no political party will be en- 
titled to hold a convention and nominate can- 
didates unless at the previous election it 
polled at least 3 per cent of the votes cast. If 
the candidate of a party dies before the 
election, the regular committee of the party 
may fill the vacancy and their nominee 
will be the recognized candidate of that party. 
But in addition to this any fifty voters may 
nominate a candidate by petition to the Secre- 
tary of State. Any one who may be declared by 
fifty voters to be their choice for an office will 
be recognized as a regular candidate for that 
office by the Secretary of State as soon as he 
receives the written notice, signed by fifty 
voters.

to — the official indorsement on a ballot 
or to falsely make, suppress or destroy a cer- 
tiflcate of nomination. Penalties are pro- 
vided in case a judge reveals the nature ofa 
ballot or removes any ballots from the box 
before the polls are closed, and electioneering 
within 100 feet of the polls will be punished. 

The adoption of the measure will effectually 
prevent springing combination tickets on the 
morning of election, as has been done in the 
past, and there will be no more five-day cam- 
pelgns like the one in this city in April last. 

he conventions must all be held long enough 
before the day of election to permit the clerk 
to notify the Secretary of State of the nomina- 
tions at least twenty days before election 
day, and thus the campaign must necessarily 
be at least three weeks long. Nowadays 
the candidates do not favor such along time, 
for it increases the cost ofthe campaign, but 
then the Sparks bill is a movement towards 
putting an end tothe use of money in elec- 
tions, and if it accomplishes that purpose the 
candidates will not care so much about the 
length of the campaign. 

Mr. Sparks bas worked hard and persever- 
ingly to secure the passage of this bill, and he 
was assisted by Cham lark, who promised 
at the outset to be arival in the good cause. 
Sparks and Clark introduced bills in the Sen- 
ate and House about the same time, andthe 
only material point of difference between 
them was that Sparks’ bill provided that the 
law should apply only to cities of more than 
5,000 inhabitants, while the Olark bill made it 
the law for all sections of the State.

When Mrs. Murray was in charge she kept out 
every day 50 cents in payment for her son’s 
services. This was $5a month more than I 
had paid a young man experienced in the 
business before Iemployed the Murray boy. 
When I found that Mrs. Murray was chargin 
me 50 cents a day for her son’s services, 
made no objections and allowed ber to con- 
tinue to do so until I sold the store. 

About the middle of last month I got, a 
summons from the Justice of the Peace 
to appear in the court on the 22d 
of the month and informing me that I was 
sued by Thomas Murray through his mother, 
Kate Murray, for $250 for his services in m 
store. Ithought this a gross injustice, as 
bad been allowing the boy good wages while 
he was working for me. Then the attorney, 
George Bullock, came around to my room 
while I was very sick andin bed and told me 
that he wasthe attorney for Mrs. Murray and 
that he had authority from ber to make an 
agreement with me and come to a compro- 
mise in the case. I told him I would not 
compromise anything, as I did 
owe a cent, and was not 
to take the matter into court; then he went 
away. The case was set for the Ad of April, 
next, when the day arrived l was too sick to 
appear, so my lawyer, W. 5. Field, got a con- 
tinuance for ten days. 

Two days before the case came up the sec- 
ond time, Mrs. Murray came around to see me 
and we talked over the matter and she agreed 
to withdraw her suit upon my paying her SI. I 
drew up a paper to that effect which she 
signed for me, Mr. J. F. Richards signing it as 
a witness. The paper will ol in 
any court of law. rs. Murray told 
me while she was here that the lawyer had 
put her bs to it, and that he had made a 
promise to her that she could make a neat lit- 
tle sum at no expense to herself. I branded 
the whole thing then as a scheme. Then 
when the case came up I went to the Justice’s 
office to tell my friends who had come down 
to testify that | would not need them, as the 
case had been withdrawn by Mrs. Murray. 
When l went to Justice McCaffrey’s office I 
met Mrs. Murray’s attorney Bullock, 
and told him that the suit had 
deen withdrawn by Mrs. Murray, 
He told me it was impossible for her todo 
that until the costs were paid, and I must pay 
them. I told him I would not pay them as 
had not brought the suit and was only an- 
swering a summons against me. He in- 
sisted upon my paying and I continued to re- 
fuse. inally I toid him the whole thing was 
a blackmailing scheme against me and he 
struce me; then Itried to defend myself and 
aman, who J afterwards found out was the 
Justice, then got a hold of me 
and dragged me out of the door and 
swore a me. hen he let

On presentation of evidence that 
he has the consent of two-thirds of the tax- 
payers the Collector is obliged to issue the 
license. The appiicant presented his petition, 
and the residents of the block opposing the 
grant of the license applied to court for an in- 
junction restraining the Collector from issuing 
the license. Among the other points sug- 
gested to Circuit Judge Withrow was the ir- 
regular form of the petition. It was alleged 
that the petition had no heading to show to 
what request the signers subscribed, and that 
some of the names had been transferred from 
other pieces of paper to the one presented to 
the Collector. Judge Withrow maintained that 
the —— did not comply with the * 
requirements, and was in fact no petition. He 
nee the Collector from taking action on 
thie. 

Since April8the Crescent Club proprietor 
has had a license. As soon as this was ascer- 
tained a representative of the citizens 
went to the Collector’s office. There 
they found the licensg. recorded, the 
money had been paid and everything 
appeared regular except one important feat- 
ure. When an inspection of the petition on 
which ex-OCollector Sexton had issued the 
license was demanded it could not be found. 
This morning 

COLLECTOR ZIEGENHEIN 
was questioned concerning the petition and 
said: Ihe clerks cannot find the petition 
in this case. The books show tbat a 
lieense was granted April 8. That 
was ten days before I took hold of 
the office. lam anxious that my position in 
this matter should not be misunderstood. 
Regarding the issue of this license I know 
nothing, as it was issued before the beginning 
ofmy term. lam of course the custodian of 
the papers, but I cannot find any petition in 
this case. This is a publie office and the 
citizens interested in this matter have 
a righy to inspect all papers connected with 
the case. The license in this, as in all other 
cases, will have to be reviewed in the course 
of the next two months, When a new peti- 
tion must be presented. 
MR. F. H. INGALLS,

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A Trial of the Big Shooters Proves Entirely

the trial was in every way successful and sat- 
isfactory. Immediately after the Centennial

guns. The Chicago steamed a good way out

for exercise with powder. A little after 8:30 
o’olock the first of the six-inch guns in the 
broadside battery was discharged with the 
maximum charge of forty-eight pounds of 
American brown prismatic powder behind a 
shell of 100 pounds weight, loaded and fused. 
The battery of the Chicago has eight 
of these 6-inch guns, each weighing five and 
one-halftons. They were discharged at dif- 
ferent angles of train and elevation, so that 
the carriage could be tested in every possible 
position. 

The big ship shook at each report, but she 
stood the test nobly, and outside of a few 
broken panes of glass absolutely no 
damage was done to the vessel. The 
way in which the guns worked on 
the carriages was highly satisfactory. 
They are fitted with pneumatic attachments 
and return to position for firing by the force 
of gravity. The slides are placed at an angle 
of ten degrees and are fitt with a cylinder 
containing water and by a piston arrange- 
ment the recoil is controlled so that there is 
absolutely no shock. As soon as the force of 
ghe recoil has been expended the gun slips 

own the slide without a jar. Therecollof a 
6-inch gun is about twenty-six inches. 

The success which had attended the test of 
the six-inch and five-inch guns gaye the 
officers and men more confidence when they 
approached the final testof the eight-inch 
guns. There are to be four of these monsters 
each weighing thirteen tons. They are fired 
with 125 pounds of American brown prismatic 
powder, and the weight of the shell is 250 
pounds, with a bursting charge of six pounds 
of fine grained powder. Each one is fitted 
with two of the water tubes which 
act as buffers, and 80 powerful 
are ey that the recoil of the 
guns is only abouttwenty inches. The guns 
are placed in sponsons, which project about 
eight or ten feet over the side ofthe ship, and 
it was the strength of these which was 
doubted. The doubts proved unfounded. 
Three of the guns were fired once and the one 
onthe starboard aft was fired four times, to 
give’ it a thorough test in all positions. 80 
little did the concussion affect the ship that 
three or four rows of delicate wine-glasses 
which were suspended trom the ceiling of the 
pantry in the ward-room escaped unburt, 
and the carpenter’s gang will nave no work 
to do in repairing shattered furniture.

NOT A SUCCESS. 


The National Trust & Burial Association of 


Philadelphia. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 4.—The National 
Trust & Burial Association, which hasa char- 
ter from Maine and its principal office in this 
city, is having a hard time owingto its being 
boycotted by the Undertakers' Protective Asso- 
ciation which includes nearly every furnisher 
of funeral supplies in the country. The asso- 
ciation undertakes to bury any one of its mem- 


bers or contract holders upon the paymentofa 
certain sum made in instaliments. Owing to the 
boycott the goods of the association have been 
ordered from remote localities where the boy- 
cott was less stringently observed. Early in 
April the officials were caught in an un- 
pleasant corner. One oftheir contract hold- 
ers, a colored woman by the name of Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Gibson, residing at No. 1357 Pearl 
street, took it into her head to die at an inop- 
ortune moment. Several weeks before 
ver death she had joined the  asso- 
ciation and provided for a $75 burial, 
for which she and ber heirs were to 
pay by weekly installments of 25 cents, the 
association agreeing to perform the under- 
taker’s duties from Ato Z for that amount. 
On Tuesday. April 9, Mrs. Gibson died, and 
the undertaker of the association, Strong by 
name, was informed and the body was imme- 
diately put on ice. The funeral was announced 
for Friday, atl p. m., but Friday mornin 
came and as yet no coffin nor shroud 
had been provided. The mourners began 
to congregate, but no undertaker ap- 
eared. Almost frantic the sorrowful bus- 
and hastened forth in search of the 
belated coffin. When at last he found the as 
sociation’s undertaker that official calmly an- 
nounced that as he was unable to obtain the 
necessary ‘‘hardware’’ he feared the burial 
would have to be postponed. The regular 
supply dealers stoutly refused to sell, and, 
though the coffin box was completed, it was 
useless without handles and ‘‘fixings.’’ In 
vain were the dealers importuned; they were 
still inexorable, and the burial had to be put 
off* But on Saturday Gibson grew 
desperate. He did not propose to convert his 
house into a tomb, and moreover, the ice bill 
was amounting up enormously. Accordingly 
he informed the undertaker that the burial 
must take place on Sunday or suit would be 
brought. Thus goaded the undertaker made 
a special effort to bribe a regular undertaker 
into a sale of hardware, and by Saturday mid- 
night the casket was delivered at its destina.- 
tion. The funeral was observed the next day. 
In the same week the son of Mrs. Ellen 
McGrath of 1637 South Tenth street died, and 
there was another rumpus over this case. 
The body was taken in cNarge by Undertaker 
Strong, but President Amickof the associa- 
tion gave orders that the burial should not 
take place unless $25 should be paid down. 
This Mrs. McGrath indignantly refused to do 
asit was not required by the contract. A 
violent altercation ensued which ended in the 
employment of an outside undertaker. Two 
other similar cases have since occurred, and 
each of them have been the means of dis- 
suading numerous members from continuing 
payment to the association.
